Meeting of the General Council.— The ses- 
sions of the Board of Aldermen and Common Coun- 
cil last evening were of more than usual importance 
and interest.

A Notorious Thief.— The Cincinnati Commer- 
cir.l has the following account of Bill Edwards, an 
infamous charucter who was recently engaged in 
several robberies here: 

lie is now wanted in Louisville, Ky., where it is 
said he is certain to be convicted. When in the east, 
the last time, the police drove him out of several 
cities. His accomplice, Florence Williams, alias 
Florence Clark, has not mm long with him. She is 
not as she assumed to i.e. when arrested, an educat- 
ed woman, as, on the cont-iary, she can scarcely 
read, but she has respectable relatives at Harper's 
Ferry, Va., and at Louisville, Ky. She is petite, 
has been rather good looking, and has a full brow, 
dark eyes and liair, a sallow complexion, fluency of 
speech, and plenty of assurance. She left home 
and weut to Baltimore to lead a life of infamy, be- 
came the mistress of a thief, drifted about a while, 
and at Louisville fell in with Edwards, who became 
her chevalier and bringing her here, took her to his 
house to reside, while his wife lay ia the last stages 
ef consumption. The girl put on the airs of mis- 
tress of the place, and was about, with Edwards, to 
to strip the house and decamp, when, fortunately 
they were arrested. 

Since being taken to jail, Edwards has had in his 
possession several hundred dollars and living high, 
pays for the best board for his inamorata, while his 
dying wife would be destitute but for her relations. 
The brother of Florence, who is said to be a respec- 
table man, wrote a few days since from Louisville to 
her, advising her if she knew anything to turn State's 
evidence, as Edwards was a notorious villain and 
would even l>etray her to save himself. This letter 
was opened, of course, by the officers of the jail, be- 
fore being delivered. When Edwards found out the 
contents of the letter, he suggested the arrest of the 
brother on a charge of crime. The circumstances 
under which Edwards and this girl, dressed in men's 
apparel, were seen at night prowling about to effect 
burglaries, and the other circumstances showing 
their guilt, are already known to our readers. They 
are now under $2,000" bonds to await trial in June, 
and, unless previously liberated by straw bail or the 
important witnesses spirited away, will be almost 
certainly convicted. It is said that a notorious deal- 
er in stolen goods, who ran away from this city and 
is now in Louisville, and other accomplices of Ed- 
wards in robberies there, are to be compelled to get 
him out of the scrape here, or he will inform on them, 
as he can't escape here, and, impeaching others, may 
shorten his term of "

The Coroner's Inquest.— Yesterday afternoon 
D.. Bryan, the Coroner, concluded his investigation 
in relation to the death of the four negroes on the 
night of the 14th inst. No new facts were elicited, 
although a large number of witnesses 
ined. Hon. John Barbee, ex-Mayor, was 
of the jury that conducted the examination. The 
following are the verdicts: 

Inquest* Am. 31, 33, and 34. — George, slave of II. 
Samuels, BUI, slave of Pendleton, ana Bill, slave of 
Brown, were strangled with a rope placed around 
their necks, in the yard of the court-house in Louis- 
ville, on the 14th inst, by a number of persons un- 
known. 

No. 32. — Jack, slave of L. Samuels, died by his 
own hands; that he severed the jugular veins with a 
razor, within the walls of the jail of Jefferson 
county, on the night of the 14th inst. 

A'o. 35. — Joseph Roth, aged 20, came to his death 
from a blow inflicted with a rammer upon his bead, 
fracturing the skull, by the hands of Lewis beal. 

Disappearance of Kirby. — We have refrained 
from mentioning the various rumors afloat concern- 
ing the disappearance of Mr. Joseph Kirby, the well 
known clerk of the steamer Repuhlic. The follow- 
ing, from the New Albany Ledger, is doubtless 
authentic: 

We have seen a gentleman who was in St. Louis 
a few days since. He informs us that he has no 
idea that" Mr. Kirby has been murdered, or that he 
has committed suicide He saw both Capt. Mont- 
gomery and Mr. Kirby, and learned from both that 
there was a difficulty in the settlement of Mr. K.'s 
accounts — he being behind, according to Captain M., 
some $5,500.

USURY. 

The subject of usury, like . the banking and tariff 
questions, appears extiemely intricate to tho^e who 
liave not siudied it critically aud well. To pursue 
the sul.ject to a satisfactory solution, it is necessary 
to begin at the point of time when the condition or 
society first requires a leyal standard of value; and 
from that point we must follow it through all its 
various ramifications, as, by such a process alone, I 
am satislied, can we decide upon the merits of this 
interesting question. 

To proceed then, we will suppose a new countrv, 
isolated from all others, with a population of one 
hundred people, who have nothing. They discover 
a gold mine from which they extract two thousand 
dollars, which being of uo ]x>ssible use to them, as 
they can neither eat, drink, nor wear it, they send it 
to a foreign country by a ship which chances to 
touch at their shore, for w hich they get in exchange 
agricultural implements, seeds, building materials, 
tools, provisions, and so forth, by means of which 
the population can be set to work, making their 
bread, houses to live in, &c. The population being 
small, and the necessaries of life which they pro- 
duce being but few in number, they can, of course, 
supply each other's wants by direct exchanges at 
the products of each other, and, as long as they can 
do this, and have no surplus, they have no need of 
a standard of value. In the progress of time, how- 
ever, population increases, and iu the fruition of 
their prosperity they produce uot only many luxu- 
ries, but a surplus of the necessarie* of life. Popu- 
lation anH iv-oducts becoming somewhat nnAtipIex, 
they cu i. u longer conveniently make direct ex- 
changes of their products, when, of courre, the ne- 
cessity of a standard of value becomes apparent. 
To show its necessity, we will suppose that A makes 
hats, B has money, C grows potatoes; A happens to 
want potatoes, but C does not want a hat; B however 
wants a hat; accordingly A gives a hat to B lor mo- 
ney, which he gives to C for potatoes. In this case, 
the same money changes the title to both the hat and 
potatoes. 

To supply a standard of value, this community 
extract two thousand dollars more from their mine. 
About this time they have a surplus of a thousand 
bushels of w heat. Now the man w ho shall ship this 
wheat to a foreign country, where it can be exchang- 
ed for such necessaries or luxuries as this communi- 
ty cannot produce in their own country, is, of course, 
a public benefactor. But some one must buy before 
they can ship it. We will suppose that D and E 
each happen to hold five hundred dollars of the 
money, and D determines to buy and ship the wheat, 
which he can get for one dollar per bushel, but hav- 
ing only half enough money to buy it he proposes to 
E to loan him his five hundred dollars. E says well, 
I expected to invest in land or wheat to ship out of 
the country, but if you will give me at the rate of 
fifteen per cent, per annum till you gel return* tec 
your wheat 1 will loan it to you. Now, it is a well 
established principle that each member of society is 
dependent upon the whole, and that, therefore, all 
who produce a luxury or necessary of life, directly 
or indirectly, through the agency of money or by 
manual labor simply, is a good and useful citizen. 
In the borrowing and loaning of this money and 
the shipping of the wheat E, no less than D, has 
been instrumental in doing this very thing, and the 
principle which these acts involve applies to every 
case of usury which ever has or NrtS will occur, and 
yet, if this country had been indiscreet enough to 
enact a u-ury law restraining interest to less than 
fifteen per cent., this loaning would have been usu- 
rious. 

But let us see the effect of this transaction. Let 
us see whether any one is injured by it, or whether 
it has a contrary effect. If E refuses to loan on ac- 
count of the dangers of usury and D can borrow 
from no one else, the wheat must lie upon the fields 
and rot, for it is a surplus, and the country w ill 
thereby lose that which, in a foreign country, mi^hl 
have been received in exchange for it. In a legal 
point of view D stands in the attitude of a borrower 
and E in that of a lender, but in a moral point of 
view their relation is tliat of co-partners. D is the 
active and Ethe passive, or, in mercantile parlance, 
the silent partner. The active partner does the 
business on the capital of the silent, runs all the 
risk of loss, and gives only what is equal to 15 per 
cent, interest per annum, however large a profit he 
may realize. If the wheat does not realize cost, E 
simply has the advantage of D, and if it pays a 
profit far greater than the share that E gets, D has 
the advantage of E. Or, if E had loaned his 
money to D at 6 per cent, and D had made a loss, 
his loss would have been less by the difference be- 
tween 6 and 15 per cent. Or, if he had made a 
profit it would have been greater by the same differ- 
ence. 

So far as the community at large is interested, 
where is the difference whether D and E both put 
their $1,000 into active operation or whether one of 
them does it? The difference is certainly in favor 
of its being done by one of them. 

The effect of a usury law would be to deter E 
from loaning his money to D, without which he could 
not make the surplus wheat available to the coun- 
try by shipping it abroad. Some, however, may con- 
tend that there would be nothing gained by ship- 
ping the surplus, inasmuch as the price of that re- 
maining in the country would thereby be raised. A 
rise would of course follow, but it would be merely 
nominal. If the price of wheat advanced from fifty 
cents to one dollar per bushel in consequence of 
shipping the suiplus, the hatter would simply be 
obliged to advance the price of hats from four to 
eight dollars, and thus, in reality, wheat would cost 
him no more than it did before the rise took place, 



free to invest their effect^ in money or other product* ' 
of labor, they should also be left free to sell or loan 
either for the best price they can get in the market. 1 
The motive that stimulates A to invest in flour is 
precisely the same as that of B, who invests in mo- 
ney. By a short supply of flour in the market in 
proportion to the demand, at some future day, A 1 
• x|Hcts to make a remunerating pront n interest on. 
the money he invested; and >o, under a like change 
in the money market, does B e xpect to make a profit ' 
on his investment. If there !>e anvthing immoral 
in the motive of B, there certainly "is in that of A 
flho. I will simply remark here, however, that 
there is nothing wron>; in the motive of either, for it 
would not do for the flour merchant, upon a declining 
market, to say to the consumer, "Mv flour cost me 
eight dollars per Urrel, and, although I know vou 
can buy at $5, you ought to pay me $9." The con- 
sumer would very naturally reply, '-Sympathy lor 
you would be wasted, for I would in vain ask \ou to 
sell me flour at $9, though it cost you but $4,"if the 
market price were $12. 

Where is the difference, in a moral point of view, 
between leasing a house that cost $10,000 in money, 
for $1,000 a vear, or loaning $10,000 in cash, a year, 
for a profit or interest of $1,000? 

Money, though not propertv, is its equivalent, 
and its use is either worth something or it is worth 
nothing. If there is any good reason why a man 
should not be allowed to charge for its use w-h.it he 
can command in the market there is no good rea- 
son w hy he should be permitted to charge 6 per cent. 
If there be any good reason why the lender should 
be restrained from charging more than 6 per cent., 
there is just as much reason why the borrower 
should be restrained from taking it at less. If 
there be any good reason w hy the lender should be 
the subject of the market, there is just as good rea- 
son why the borrower should also lie the subject of 
the market. If a man chooses to borrow money at 
a rate that is called usurious, and thinks he can 
make himself richer by doing so, why should he not 
be allowed to liorrow it? 

Where is the difference whether a man, who has 
a note to pay to-morrow, and, not having the mo- 
ney, borrows it at fifty dollars usury, or puts his 
property upon the market, and thus raises the mo- 
ney at a loss of fifty dollars? 

If A buys an article on credit, and fails to realize 
in time to pay for it, I c in see no reason why B 
should be compelled to loan him money at 6 per 
eent. (if he loans it at all) to save him from loss, or 
to enable him to make a profit, than the consumer, 
for the same reason, should be compelled te pay 
more for the article than its market value.

— For a day 
or two past we have heard rumors «>f a horrible mur- 
der, and the subsequent lynching of the murderers, 
at Troy, Illinois. A German peddler, named Frede- 
rick Graftenich, who travels through Illinois, came 
to this city on Friday, and after disposing of his 
merchandise was returning home, his way lying 
through Troy. On reaching a creek near that place, 
he noticed three men apparently following him. He 
halted to water his horses, and they passed him, but 
halted on top of the hill just beyond the creek. As 
he started on and was just rising the hill, one of 
them seized the bridle of his horse, and demanded 
his money. He refused, when one of them raised a 
shot-gun and fired at him, lodging the whole charge 
in his body. Another shot him in the head with a 
pistol. Some travelers attracted by the noise came 
up { and the murderers fled. The peddler was still 
living and able to give an account of the affair, and 
to describe the perpetrators. He was taken to Troy, 
where he died on Saturday morning. By this time 
a large number of the inhabitants of that region had 
heard of the murder, and started in pursuit. They 
found them hid in the woods and arrested them, and 
lodged them in the Troy jaiL During the day, great 
crowds of persons began to gather in the town, and 
a consultation being had, it was determined to exe- 
cute summary justice upon them. A gallows was 
hastily erected, and the three men taken from the 
jail for execution. At this stage of the proceedings, 
the gentleman who brought the information, left the 
scene of aclion and returned to this city, and we 
have been unable to learn anything further of the 
affair. — St. Ijntfs Intel.

The New Orleans and Jackson Railroad. — 
Of the prospects of this road the Picayune 6ays: 

Mr. Robb has quietly succeeded in placing $600,- 
000 of the Jackson railroad mortgage bonds on fa- 
vorable terms, the whole series having been taken 
in round lumps. Mr Kobb headed the list with a 
$100,000 subscription. The amount thus obtained 
will amply suffice to put the road through, effecting 
a junction with Canton by the 1st of February, and 
intersecting the Memphis and Charleston railroad on 
the 1st of April, 1859, thus furnishing a through 
communication to every point North, East, and 
West. 

Still Later from Mexico.— We learn from 
passengers by the steamer Major Barbour that the 
prisoners taken at Caborca, on the 6th inst., .sixty- 
live in number, and among them Capt. Crabh, had 
all been shot, and that the Government was on the 
lookout for other parties of the filibuster band. 
These facts were obtained from official accounts re- 
ceived at the capita] on the 5th inst. 

The difficulty with the British Government, grow- 
ing out of the celebrated Barron question, approached 
its final determination. 

The Progresto of Vera Cruz mentions the appoint- 
ment of L. Valente Baz, chief of the office of the 
Home Department — an appointment much praised 
by the liberal papers but displeasing to the reac- 
tionary party. Among the candidates of this party 
for the Presidency is mentioned the celebrated San- 
ta Anna. The liberals still cling to Comonfort, and 
there is now every probability of his election. 

The Vera Cruz papers at hand make no further 
mention of the difficulty with Spain other thaB to 
republish accounts already before our readers. The 
Progresto, however, quotes a statement of the Her- 
aldo that Gen. Almonte, the Mexican Minister to 
England, accompanied Gen. Lafragua to Paris, 
where he had a private interview with the Emperor 
Napoleon. The Emperor manifested a lively inter- 
est in the welfare of the Republic, offered Yds per- 
sonal mediation between the two countries, and ex- 
pressed the hope that they would come to some ami- 
cable arrangement. 

The struggle between the civil and ecclesiastical 
powers, which at one time threatened all the Repub- 
lic had gained, seems for the moment suspended, if 
not closed forever. This happy result is attributed 
not only to the firm stand of the existing govern- 
ment but to its faithful and energetic support by a 
large portion of the clergy themselves. The reac- 
tionary party evidently no longer indulge the hope 
of regaining power by force of arms, and, acquies- 
cing in the new order of things which the Constitu- 
ent Assembly have inaugurated, are wisely pre- 
ferring to appeal to th e ballot-box.—^ . O. Pic.

This is one of the most philosophical treaties yet 
issued by the American Church, and will doubtless 
do good service in that speculative country, where 
every theory that may be broached, however wild 
and unreal k may be, i3 sure to gain followers, and 
where many of the acutest intellects are ranged on 
the side of the enemy. 

It consists of a series of chapters, of which the 
first four are on The Fact of Revelation; the Corrup- 
tion of Human Nature; some present Errors of 
Opinion in the world on the subject of a Divine Rev- 
elation, the Positive Philosophy. After combating 
various errors, Mr. Craikproceeds to show that the 
Bible and the Church present to all men a clear and 
well-defined path through all difficulties, in which 
path they may walk with comfort and assurance. 
The latter portion of the work is devoted to the 
statement of positive Christian doctrine. After 
stating the true view ot the Holy Communion, he 
thus sums up: 

"It is a blessed and glorious truth that Christ in 
this Sacrament does by His Spirit impart Himself to 
His people, and give to them the saving might and 
purifying excellency of His Body and Blood. Be- 
cause this is a spiritual operation, it is non<! the less, 
but the more, real. No carnal union could be so 
perfect, or so enduring, as the spiritual union which 
is thus effected.

Jeffkrsox Circuit Court — Criminal Term. — 
May 22. — The Court met this morning for the pur- 
pose of sentencing the prisoners convicted during 
the present term. The following persons were ar- 
raigned and sentenced in the most solemn manner 
by Judge Bullock: Edward Johnson, 3 years; Geo. 
Simpson alias Thompson, 4 years; Walter West, 2 
years; John Clifton, 18 months; Daniel Barr, 1 
year; John Mitchell, 4 years; Thomas Butler, 2 
years; Fielding F. Thompson 3 years; Geo. Taylor, 1 
year. 

But one of the convicts made any remarks when 
the sentence was passed. This was Geo. Simpson. 
He said that he considered his punishment as very 
hard; that he had never intentionally wronged any 
one, and committed the crime for which he was con- 
victed while laboring under intoxication. Judge 
Bullock expressed his regret at the unfortunate po- 
sition in which the convict was placed; stated that 
he had manifested some conscientiousness ia plead- 
ing guilty when on trial, but that he must necessa- 
rily sutler for one of the terrible and inevitable con- 
sequences of the crime of drunkenness. 

The prisoners were then removed to the jail. 
They will be taken to Frankfort to-morrow. 

Police Proceedings— Friday, May 22d. — Tha 
office of Interpreter of the City Court must have 
some very peculiar attractions aside from the 4400 
yearly stipend. There are now three claimants for 
the office. Constant Hartman was elected by the 
General Council a few weeks since, but Gen. Pilcher 
withholds a commission from him, as he says the 
office was created by the charter to be fdled during 
good behavior. On this ground Capt. Conrad Shroe- 
der, who was the Interpreter several years ago, now 
comes forward and claims the office. He says that 
he never resigned, and never was legally removed. 
In the meantime the present faithful incumbent of 
the post, Mr. J. G. Ruchstuhl, holds on to the place, 
with no particular pertinacity, but with the confi- 
dent assurance that he is a rare anomaly in office 
holding— the right man in the right place. Mr. 
Shroeder has had a quo warranto writ served on 
Mayor Pilcher, and Mr. Hartman is about procuring 
a mandamus on the same high functionary. We 
shall have a crisis in municipal affairs very soon.

Not a single man was to be found yesterday who 
had offended the dignity of the Commonwealth. 
Women's rights, however, were in the ascendent.

One of them, Elizabeth Hall, apologised for, or 
rather plead in extenuation of her conduce, that she 
had been crazy for ten years and was subject to 
violent fits. As the work-house doctor is said to be 
great on fits, Elizabeth was handed over to his fit-ful 
practice.

Report on Slavery in the Unitarian Con- 
ference. — At the late session of the Unitarian con- 
ference in Alton, 111., the following report was pre- 
sented by Rev. J. H. Heywool of this city: 

The question — "What opinion does this confer- 
ence hold in regard to slavery, and what course of 
action in reference to slaverv will it prescribe to the 
churches connected with it? 1 ' — having tieen referred 
to vour committee, they would respectfully answer: 

That as far as they are acquainted with the opini- 
ons of the members of the conference here assem- 
bled, as made known in public discus-ion and pri- 
vate conversation, there is entire unanimity regard- 
ing the system of slavery as evil and wrong, doom- 
ed by God to pass away through the influence of 
the truths proclaimed by his Son — of the fatherhood 
of God and the brotherhood of man, and of that all- 
powerful spirit of piety and love of gratitude and 
humanity, born of the spirit of God, and which re- 
joices in rendering hearty obedience to the divine in- 
junction, "to do unto others, all others, as we would 
have them do unto us." 

That as to prescri' ing a course of action for the 
churches here represented, the conference has no 
such power. It is not a presbytery or synod, it is 
not an association or consociation, invested with ec- 
clesiastical power, but simply a conference; a meet- 
ing of members of congregational churches, w-hich 
most scrupulously cherish the congregational inde- 
pendence; of brothers and sisters, of Chri-tian 
friends, who come together as their hearts prompt, 
and with as little formality as possible, to confer to- 
gether upon the great Christain interests which are 
inestimably dear to their souls, and by meditation, 
prayer, free interchange of thought and feeling to 
quicken their piety, to make clearer and more effect- 
ual their sense of'du'y, to increase their moral and 
spiritual power, that they may return to their sever- 
al homes to work with earnestness and single-min- 
dedness, to do all withiu their ability in their re- 
spective spheres to Christianize society and make 
the kingdoms of this world in deed and truth, as 
well as in name, the kingdom of our Lord and [his 
Christ. . , 

This statement your committee respectfully sub- 
mit to the conference for its adoption. 

A discussion took place upon the acceptance and 
adoption of the report, in the course of which the 
Rev. Dr. Eliot, Judge Treat, Hon. Wayman Crow, 
and four or five other gentleman, members of the 
Church of the Messiah, in St. Louis, respectfully 
withdrew from the membership in the conference. 

Various other matters of special interest to the 
conference were decided, and the conference ad- 
journed on Saturday to meet next year at Cincin- 
nati.
